The  Rural  District  of  East  Kesteven  comprises  41  civil 
parishes  and  extends  to  123,406  acres  (193  square  miles)  from 
the  noviT  reclaimed  and  fertile  fonlands  to  the  fringe  of  the  lime- 
stone hills  of  the  Midland  Shires,  Situated  in  the  Kesteven 
Division  of  Lincolnshire,  it  is  bounded  on  the  jSa-st  by  the  River 
Witham  and  the  groat  Forty  Foot  Drain.  On  the  South  the  District 
limit  is  defined  for  some  distance  by  the  main  road  from  Grantham 
to  the  East  Coast.  It  passes  across  this  tov/ards  Folkingham,  on 
the  trunk  road  from  Lincoln  to  London,  and  then  takes  a North- 
Westerly  course  to  Ermine  Street  at  Wilsford  Heath,  This  long 
straight  road  is  followed  Northwards  past  Byard's  Leap  to  Temple 
Bruer,  where  the  boundary  turns  East-'ards  again,  crossing  the 
Lincoln  road  at  Blankney  Heath  and  thence  past  Lletheringham 
Station  and  along  the  line  of  lletheringham  Delph,  back  to  the 
River  Witham. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  district  generally,  are  engaged  in 
agriculture  and  allied  pursuits.  In  addition,  there  are  to  be 
found  a few  minor  miscellaneous  trades 'and  industries  and  large 
R,A,F,  establishments  at  Cranwell  and  Digby. 

There  has  been  a rapid  development  in  the  poultry  packing  and 
freezing  industry  during  recent  years  resulting  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a large  factory  several  large  broiler  units  and  several  minor 
establisliment s of  a similar  nature  vmthin  the  Ccuncil's  area. 

Bulk  farming  is  also  a recent  development.  The  Council  are 
anxious  to  attract  nev;  light  industries  to  their  area  and  would 
give  assistance  in  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  housing  of  key 
personnel .

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  AnnueJ 
Report  for  the  year  1959* 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  health  of  the 
community  remained  good  and  there  \.'ere  no  serious 
outbreaks  of  infectious  disease.  It  adll  be  seen 
that  the  statistics  shoTi:  the  area  to  conform  fairly 
closely  to  the  national  average. 

During  the  year  a nationv/ide  effort  v;as  made  to 
immunise  a considerable  proportion  of  the  younger 
age  groups  against  Poliomyelitis,  The  response  at 
first  was  rather  slow  but  later  gained  impetus  and 
the  figuires  for  acute  Poliomyelitis  notifications 
have  shown  a marked  decline  since  the  introduction 
of  these  immunisations.  The  evidence  so  far  avail- 
able vrould  point  to  considerable  success  in  this 
campaign.  The  other  immunisation  programmes  avail- 
able to  the  public  were  carried  out  but  the  response 
to  Smallpox  vaccination,  now  voluntary,  leaves  much 
to  be  desired,  nor  is  the  oampaign  against  Diphtheria 
entirely  satisfactory. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  v/ork  they  have  achieved  in 
connection  v/ith  the  Slum  Clearanoe  scheme.  Much 
of  this  work  goes  on  behind  the  scones  and  requires 
considerable  tact  in  its  application. 

I vrould  like  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  help  and  support  in  m.y 
endeavours.

The  Registrar  General's  c:^timate  of  the  hone  population 
for  the  mid-year,  21,060  shov/s  an  increase  of  310  over  the 
figure  for  the  previous  3'oar  which  v/as  20,750.  The  natural 
increase  of  hirths  over  deaths  was  125  ■^'-nd  the  remainder 
v/ould  appear  to  he  accounted  for  by  an  influx  of  servicemen 
and  Air  Ministry  civilian  employees  and  their  families.  This 
offsets  to  some  extent  the  migration  from  the  district  of  the 
younger  adult  nembors  of  the  community  v/hich  continues  to  be  a 
problem  of  some  considerable  im.portance  and  ’.vhich  continues  to 
occupy  the  attention  of  the  Council  in  their  deliberations. 
Unfortunately  the  increased  population  occasioned  by  an 
increase  in  the  establishr.ient  of  military  formations  within  the 
district  reflects  an  increase  in  the  total  hone  population  but 
since  such  figures  are  not  available  to  the  Council  no  real 
estimate  of  the  drift  of  civilian  population  from,  the  rural 
area  can  be  assessed.  It  is  hoped  th3.t  the  next  census  will 
spotlight  this  trend.  With  the  increased  mechanisation  of 
the  agricultural  industry  lack  of  suitable  alternative  employ- 
ment and  the  relative  high  wages  obtainable-  in  indust rj^  on  the 
borders  of  the  Council's  area,  there  is  lii.tle  likelihood  of 
stopping  this  drift  unless  industry  is  attracted  to  the  district. 


Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

As  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in 
different  areas  materially  affects  both  the  Birth  and  Death 
Rates  of  those  areas,  conp..rability  factors  allowing  for  this 
are  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  for  each  Local  Government 
Unit.  These  factors  may  be  used  for  calculating  what  are 
termed  in  this  Report  as  "I'lett"  rates  and  fairer  comparisons 
are  obtained  if  the  latter  are  used  when  comparing  rates  v.dth 
those  of  anj^  other  area  (when  these  have  been  similarly 
adjusted)  or  with  the  rates  for  the  Country."  as  a whole.  In 
addition  to  the  adjustment  made  to  the  death  rate  area  com- 
parability factor,  the  birth  rate  area  comparability  factory 
has  also  been  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of 
sterile  population  in  institutions  or  mentally  deficient. 

These  factors  for  Births  and  Deaths  in  respect  of  East 
Kesteven  are  1,13  and  1.28  respectively.  The  corresponding 
figure  when  multiplied  by  the  Crude  Rate  (that  is,  for  Births 
and  Deaths  as  the  case  may  be)  will  give  the  "Nett"  Rate,

The  live  hirth  rate  of  15.19  psu  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population  was  again  lower  hy  1,09  than  that  of  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  live  births  belonging  to  the 
district  being  320  (175  males  145  females)  compared  with  338 
(l80  males  158  females)  in  1958.  The  13  illegitimate  live 
births  representing  4.O6  per  cent  of  the  total  shov/ed  a slight 
increase  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year  when  there  were 
14  such  births  representing  4.14  per  cent. 

The  live  birth  rate  of  15.19  ^^e.s  the  lovrest  since  the  v/ar 
with  the  exception  of  the  year  1952  when  there  were  347  live 
births  out  of  an  estimated  total  population  of  23,450,  repre- 
senting a rate  of  I4.8O. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  (5)  v;as  lower  than  last  year 
and  the  stillbirth  rate  (15.38)  was  lowest  since  1951 « 'i’be 
stillbirth  rate  for  1959  also  the  lowest  since  the  war 
with  the  exception  of  1951  when  we  were  fortunate  in  record- 
ing only  1 stillbirth  and  the  exceptionally  low  stillbirth 
rate  of  2.74  per  1,000  total  births.

21  dee.ths  v/ere  due  to  malig-nant  neoplasms  or  new 
groTfrths  which  are  as  is  nov/  usual  the  second  or  third 
highest  cause  of  dea,th,  taking  equal  toll  with  the 
respiratory  group  with  22  deaths,  12  of  which  wore  due 
to  Pneumonia,  5 Bronchitis,  and  5 Influenza  the  highest 
for  several  years. 

There  were  5 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  representing  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  Of  25. 00  per 
1 ,^Q00  live  births  compared  with  9 deaths  in  1958 
repx'esenting  a,  rate  of  26.63  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rato  for  1958  was  the  highest  since 
1953  v/hen  there  was  11  such  deaths  representing  an 
Infant  Morta,lity  Rate  of  31.79  1,000  live  births. 

The  1959  figure  of  25.00  showing  a v;elcome  and  satis- 
factory reduction. 


There  v/as  fortunately  no  deaths  in  the  East 
Kostcvon  Rural  District  from  Materna,!  Causes  during  the 
year  1959  5 2 dearths  during  1958  "being  the  first  since 
1952  and  represented  3/ Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  5*78 
per  I5OOO  total  hirths,  compared  with  a National  Rate 
of  9o43«  'Ihen  comparing  such  rates  v'ith  other  areas 
or  previous  years  no  importance  should  be  attached  to 
rates  based  on  verj"  small  numbers  as  they  may  have 
little  or  no  statistical  significance. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  since  1958. 

The  deaths  registered  under  heart  disease  during 
1959  numbered  67  compared  with  51  in  1958  showing  an 
increase  of  31.37  pan  cent  in  total  dea-ths  from  these 
causes.  Reference  to  the  chief  causes  of  death  shows 
that  this  remains  the  principal  cause.  The  death  rate 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  3.15  com- 
pared ?/ith  2,46  for  1958.  This  shows  an  increase  of 
9.89  per  1,000  population  or  an  increased  death  rate 
from  these  causes  of  28,0^fb  over  the  previous  year.

Under  the  Coimty  Council  Scheme  there  are  six  District 
Nurse  Midwives  in  the  aroa  - at  Blankney,  Scopwick,  Martin, 
Raucohy,  Oshournhy  and  Helpringham,  They  give  an  excellent 
service  to  the  Community  and  in  addition  they  also  act  as 
Health  Visitors,  School  Visitors  and  Tuberculosis  Visitors.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation, 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  imm.unisation  against 
Diphtheria  is  carried  out  by  Medical  Practitioners  under  the 
Coxxnty  Council  scheme  and  a constant  effort  to  get  certain 
age  groups  immunised  against  Acute  Poliomyelitis  is  now  being 
undertaken  by  Local  Practitioners  with  encouraging  results. 
Many  Practitioners  are  also  combining  immunisation  against 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  in  their  Diphtheria  Vaccine  but 
this  has  not  so  far  been  accepted  by  the  County  Health 
Department.  As  more  and  more  children  are  becoming  used  to 
injections  for  various  conditions  it  is  hoped  that  the 
response  to  various  free  inimunisation  schemes  will  rom.ain  at 
a high  level. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Infant  Welfare,  Dental,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic,  E.N.T., 
Speech  Therapy  and  Child  Guidance. Clinics  are  held  at 
Rivorsdale  House,  Sleaford.  Ophthalmic  and  E.N.T.  clinics 
arc  held  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  under  arrangements  with 
the  Regional  HospitoJ  Boards,  Surgeons  and  consultants 
attend  as  required  and  all  services  with  the  exception  of 
Infant  Welfare  are  by  appointment  only.

Tboro  is  no  call  for  conplacency  however  and  if  vie  are 
to  maintain  this  achiovomcnt  then  Yie  must  continually  re-iterate 
the  warning  to  all  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  the  protection 
offered  hy  irnriiunisation  from  this  disease,

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

There  v/ere  no  changes  in  the  Count:/  Council  scheme  for 
diphtheria  and  smaJlpox  vaccination  during  the  year,  hut  the 
scheme  had  hoen  extended  to  include  whooping  cough,  polio- 
myelitis and  BoCoGo  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  available 
to  children  from  6 months  to  15  years  of  age  together  with 
expectant  mothers-  and  certain  specified  groups.  In  Soptenbor 
19585  the  vaccination  was  made  available  to  adolescents  up  to 
25  years  of  age,  a.nd  an  introduction  was  made  to  the  third 
injections.  Despite  press  publicity  etc.  the  response  was 
not  particula,rly  encouraging  at  first  but  it  is  hoped  that 
more  and  more  v/ill  realise  the  importance  of  taking  advantage 
of  this  additional  health  sa.foguard. 

Tuberculosis.

The  Riiral  District  of  East  Kosteven  comprises  41  civil 
parishes  and  extends  to  123,406  acres  (l93  square  miles)  from 
the  now  reclaimed  and  fertile  fenlands  to  the  fringe  of  the 
limestone  hills  of  the  Midland  Shires.  Situated  in  the  Kesteven 
Division  of  Lincolnshire,  it  is  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  River 
Witham  and  the  great  Forty  Foot  Drain.  On  the  south  the  District 
limit  is  defined  for  some  distance  by  the  main  road  from  Grantham 
to  the  East  Coast.  It  passes  across  this  towards  Folkingham,  on 
the  trunk  road-  from  Lincoln  to  London,  and  then  takes  a north 
v/esterly  course  to  Ermine  Street  at  Wilsford  Heath.  This  long 
straight  road  is  follov/ed  northwards  past  Byard's  Leap  to  Temple 
Bruer,  where  the  boundary  turns  eastv/ards  again,  crossing  the 
Lincoln  road  at  Blankney  Heath  and  thence  past  Metheringham  Station 
and  along  the  line  of  Metheringham  Delph,  back  to  the  River  Y/itham. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  district  generally,  are  engaged  in 
agriculture,  and  allied  pursuits.  In  addition,  there  are  to  be 
found  a few  minor  miscellaneous  trades  and  industries  and  large 
R.A.F.  establishments  at  Cranwell  and  Digby, 

There  has  been  a rapid  development  in  the  poultry  packing  and 
freezing  industry  during  recent  years  resulting  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a large  factory,  several  large  broiler  units  and  several 
minor  establishments  of  a similar  nature  within  the  Council's  area. 
Bulk  farming  is  also  a recent  development.  The  Council  are  anxious 
to  attract  new  light  industries  to  their  area  and  would  give 
assistance  in  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  housing  of  key 
personnel .

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  196O  I would  point  out  that  I had  actually  not 
taken  up  my  duties  until  I96I. 

I have,  hov/ever,  commented  on  the  statistics  in  the  course  of 
the  report.  I feel  strongly  that  the  obvious  general  trends  in 
statistics  Loth  as  regards  this  Council's  area,  and  the  coiintry  as  a 
whole  are  those  on  which  most  attention  should  he  focussed.  The 
rising  numbers  of  deaths  from  coronary  artery  disease  and  certain 
t5rpes  of  malignant  neoplasm  are  examples  of  these  general  trends. 
Although  much  is  already  known  as  to  the  causes  of  these  conditions 
far  more  research  is  needed  and  far  more  education  of  the  public 
with  regard.,  to  their  prevention.  Just  as  the  expectancy  of  life 
has  been‘  lengthened  by  the  virtual  elimination  of  infectious 
diseases  as  killers,  I feel  confidant  that  the  general  expectancy 
of  life  will  continue  to  rise  as  more  is  knovm  of  the  pathogenesis 
of  the  degenerative  arterial  and  heart  diseases  and  malignant 
disease.  The  major  fundamental  advances  in  medicine  are  almost 
bound  to  occur  in  the  field  of  biochemistry,  resulting  in  a 
biological  revolution  involving  a longer  life  span,  the  further 
reduction  of  infectious  diseases,  and  the  control  of  human  fertility 
by  biochemical  means.  Time  will  tell  whether  these  advances  are 
for  the  benefit  of  mankind. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  the  infant  mortality  rate  can 
only  be  lowered  by  very  slight  degrees  ov/ing  to  the  hard  core  of 
prematurity  as  a cause  of  infant  mortality.  About  50^  of  the  cases 

of  prematurity  are  due  to  known  causes.  The  remaining  50^  of  cases 
are  due  to  unknov/n  causes.  Even  in  the  cases  of  prematurity  due  to 
known  causes  e.g,  toxaemia,  placente  previa  and  congenital  mal- 
formations, prevention  of  prematurity  is  not  always  possible  as  yet. 
Further  research  is,  however,  likely  to  alter  this. 

To  return  to  more  every  day  matters,  steady  progress  was  made 
during  the  year  v/ith  poliomyelitis  vaccination.  The  supply  of 
vaccine  has  always  been  adequate  and  has  mostly  been  of  British 
manufacture.  During  196O  the  scheme  was  extended  to  all  persons 
up  to  the  age  of  40  years,  but  there  has  been  a relatively  poor 
response  from  the  people  in  the  older  age  groups.  It  is  absolutely 
essential  that  every  child  should  have  at  least  four  injections  to 
establish  immunit:/  but  unfortunately  quite  a small  number  do  not 
attend  for  the  third  and  fourth  injections  despite  repeated  requests 
to  do  so,  A major  piece  of  legislation  vi^hich  came  into  operation 
during  196O  was  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959*  This  is  operated  by 
the  County  Council  Mental  Health  Service  and  envisages  closer  work- 
ing between  hospitals.  General  Practitioners  and  Local  Health 
Authorities;;  more  prevention  in  the  mental  health  field;  the 
treatment  of  mental  disorder  to  be  as  informal  as  possible  and 
generally  on  the  same  basis  as  the  treatment  of  physical  disorders. 

During  196O  no  action  v/as  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  Rational 
Assistance  Act,  1947* 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  welcome  and  encouragement,  and  the  Chief 
Officers  particularly  Mr.  Saville  for  their  invaluable  help,

Unit,  These  factors  may  be  used  for  calculating  what  are 
termed  in  this  Report  as  "Nett"  rates  and  fairer  comparisons 
are  obtained  if  the  latter  are  used  when  comparing  rates  with 
those  of  any  other  area  (when  these  have  been  similarly 
adjusted)  or  with  the  rates  for  the  Country  as  a whole.  In 
addition  to  the  adjustment  made  to  the  death  rate  area  com- 
parability factor,  the  birth  rate  area  comparability  factor 
has  also  been  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of 
sterile  population  in  institutions  or  mentally  deficient.

Diseases  of  the  Cardio-vascular  system  aga,in  head  the 
list  in  the  causes  of  death,  accounting  for  just  over  half  the 
total  (97)  and  of  these  42  were  due  to  Coronary  Disease. 


27  deaths  v/ere  due  to  malignant  neoplasms  or  new  growths 
which  are  as  is  now  usual  the  second  highest  cause  of  death, 
followed  hy  the  defined  and  ill-d.efined  group  v/ith  13  death?. 
In  the  r'^spiratory  group  there  were  11  deaths,  5 due  to 
pneumonia  and  6 due  to  bronchitis. 

There  were  6 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
representing  an  Infant  Mortality  hate  of  16.95  per  1,000  live 
births  .compared  ’with  8 deaths  in  1959  representing  a rate  of 
25.00  per  1,000  live  births.  This  represents  a very  low 
infant  Mortality  Rate  for  196O  and  although  it  is  very 
welcome  no  eindue  emphasis . should  be  placed  on  it  owing  to  the 
small  number  of  total  births  involved.

There  v/ere  fortunately  no  deaths  in  the  East  Kesteven 
Rural  District  from  Maternal,  Causes,  tv/o  deaths  during  1958, 
the  first  since  1952  and  representing  a Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  of  5*78  per  1,000  total  births,  compared  with  a National 
Rate  of  0.43.  When  comparing  such  rates  with  other  areas  or 
previous  years  no  importance  should  be  attached  to  rates 
based  on  very  small  n’ambers  as  they  may  ha^ve  little  or  no 
statistical  significance.

The  birth  rate  at  I9.61  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  slightly 
higher  than  that  of  England  and  W'ales  as  a whole  at  17-40  which  is 
the  highest  since  the  year  1948-  The  high  birth  rate  is  possibly 
associated  v;ith  the  many  young  families  of  R.A.P.  personnel 
stationed  in  the  area. 


The  death  rate  at  11.43  compares  closely  with  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  at  12.00. 

This  year  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  Eni^land  and  Wales  was 
21.40,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country  and  for  the  seventh 
year  in  succession  it  has  fallen.  The  rate  for  East  Kesteven  v/as 
25.285  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  with  small  population  figures 
a small  variation  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  can  make  a big 
difference  to  the  infant  mortality  rate.

Coronary  disease  and  angina  represented  the  principal  cause  of 
death  accounting  for  21.85  of  the  total  deaths.  Vascular  lesions 
of  the  central  nervous  system,  i.e.  strokes  accounted  for  17*48  of 
the  total  deaths.  Cancer,  all  forms  accounted  for  14.75^  of  the 
total  deaths.  Other  heart  disease,  usually  the  principal  cause  of 
death  caused  10.38^  of  the  total  deaths.  There  were  5 deaths  due 
to  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  2 deaths  due  to  all  other  accidents. 
The  tv;o  deaths  duo  to  all  other  accidents  is  an  encouraging  figure, 
as  the  figTire  for  the  county  as  a whole  exceeded  that  for  motor 
vehicle  accidents  for  the  country  as  a whole.  There  was  only  one 
death  due  to  suicide.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  notifiable 
infectious  diseases.

These  are  held  at  Sleaford  on  one  afternoon  a week  and  are  Con- 
ducted by  a health  visitor  and  the  expectant  mothers  are  asked  to 
attend  for  a total  of  8 sessions.  Each  session  consists  of  a period 
of  relaxation  and  exercises,  which  at  Sleaford  are  given  by  the 
physiotherapist  followed  by  a short  talk  and  then  an  open  discussion. 

Hospital  Services.

Bracebridge  Heath,  and  Rauceby  Hospital  both  of  which  specialize  in 
the  treatment  cf  mental  illness  and  Harmston  Hall  Hospital  at  HaiTuston 
which  specializes  in  cases  of  mental  subnormality.  There  is  also  a 
hospital  at  Branston  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  Nocton  Hall 
R.AoF,  Hospital  caters  for  R.A.P.  personnel  living  in  the  area  and 
also  their  families. 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 

Bacteriological  investigations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Lincoln  County  Hospital  tinder  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Croll.  The  service  includes  the  examination  of  milk 
and  water  supplies  as  well  as  general  bacteriological  examinations  for 
the  general  practitioners  and  the  Public  Health  Departments.

Inspections  are  made  of  all  foodshops  and  food  preparing 
premises  as  often  as  pressure  of  other  work  allows  and  there  has  been 
a noticeable  improvement  in  the  equipment,  fittings  and  decoration 
and  layout  of  those  premises  but  there  are  a few  cases  v/hero  slovenly 
habits  continue,  bad  practices  which  in  themselves  are  insufficient 
to  warrant  formal  action.,  This  problem  is  mainly  one  of  educating 
not  only  the  food  handler  in  good  practices  but  of  educating  the 
public  not  to  put  up  v/ith  inferior  and  unhygienic  service.  On  the 
vdiole  there  has  been  some  improvement  over  the  past  three  years. 

Two  lectures  and  brains  trusts  were  organised  during  I96I, 
covering  soma  300  people  mainly  employed  in  the  two  large  food 
factories  in  the  area.  Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  these  factories 
and  samples  of  foodstiiffs  produced  together  with  swabs  from  utensils, 
equipment,  workers  hands  and  cooling  waters  etc.,  were  highly 
satisfactory.

Smoke  Abatement. 

Atmospheric  pollution  gives  little  concern  in  this  area  and 
no  complaints  v/ere  received  hy  the  department  during  the  year, 
and  in  no  case  v;as  any  nuisance  observed  under  this  heading. 
Advice  v;as  given  in  a fev/  cases  on  the  use  of  smokeless  fuel  burn 
ing  appliances. 


Heating  Appliances  ( Firegoiards)  Act,  1952. 

The  responsibility  for  administering  the  above  .'*ct  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  or  letting  of  certain  heating  appliances  vathout 
an  effective  firegnard,  and  regulations  made  under  this  net  in 
19535  vas  placed  on  local  authorities.  Several  inspections  have 
been  made  in  connection  with  this  legislation  but  no  infringement 
of  the  Aegulations  vieve  noticed. 


Public  Vehicles. 

To  action  v'as  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
filthy  or  verminous  public  vehicles,  and  as  reported  in  previous 
years  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  most  operators  disinfect 
their  vehicles  at  regular  intervals. 


Canal  Boats. 

Ho  canal  boats  are  registered  with  this  authority,  therefore 
no  action  v;as  necessary. 


Dangerous  Structures. 

Pour  dangerous  structures  v/ere  dealt  with  under  the  pro- 
visions of  thePublic  Health  act,  1936  during  the  period  1959/61 • 
In  all  cases  demolition  or  reconstruction  was  carried  out  v/ithout 
recourse  to  statutory  action. 


Domestic  Pests. 

During  the  warmer  months  frequent  requests  were  made  for 
advice  in  dealing  with  ants,  and  earv/igs  and  v/asps  invading 
dwellinghouses,  particularly  where  land  ha^d  recently  been  broken 
up.  In  numerous  instances,  particularly  in  respect  of  Council 
houses,  your  workmen  carried  out  such  control  measures  as  v/ere 
thought  appropriate  without  charge.  Similarly  in  the  case  of 
persistent  trouble  by  v/asps,  when  other  measures  failed  the 
department  was  willing  aud  able  to  help  with  these  problems. 
a.nts  and  earv/igs  were  the  principle  offenders  during  1959 
wasps  in  1960/61. 


Hairdressing  Establishment s . 

Several  such  establishments  v/ore  visited  by  your  Health 
Officers  during  the  year  a,nd  advice  v/as  given  where  necessary. 
It  is  thought  by  j’-our  Officers  that  control  of  t’  ese  businesses 
should  be  effected  by  adequate  legislation. 


Petroleum  Acts. 


Practically  all  installations  are  inspected  annually,  it  was 
necessary  on  a number  of  occasions  to  bring  the  requirements  of 
this  legislation  rather  forcibly  to  .the  notice  o.f  the  ov/ners.  The 
advice  given  was  readily  taken.

The  Petroleum  Spirit  (Conveyance  by  Load)  Regulations,  1957, 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1957,  and  consolidated  with 
amendments  all  the  regulations  previously  in  force  governing  the 
conveyance  of  petroleum  spirit  by  road.  The  principle  amendment 
of  substance  was  Regulation  I6,  which  deals  with  the  precautions  to 
be  taken  v;hen  delivering  petroleum  spirit.  The  new  respon- 
sibilities were  brought  to  all  concerned  by  circular  letter  before 
the  Regulations  came  into  operation  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
purchase  of  certificates  necessary  to  such  persons,  the  Council 
acquired  a stock  in  book  form  for  resale  to  licensees. 

The  Petroleum  (Regulation)  acts,  I928  - 1936,  i.odel  Code  of 
Principles  of  Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Spirit  v;as  adopted  by  the  Council  and  all  new 
installations  are  construcT  ed  to  comply  with  same. 

The  administration  of  ti  ese  -legulations  is  another  onerous 
duty  imposed  on  your  Chief  Public  He'alth "Inspector . 

Agriculture,  Safety,  Health  and 

elf  are  Provisions  ..ct,  1956. 


An  attempt  was  made  during  1 96 1 to  make  a survey  of  all 
agricultural  premises  to  ascertain  the'need  for  "enforcement  of 
sanitary  accommodation  for  farmworkers.  The  facilities  are 
generally  available  and  enforcement  action  v/ill  be  taken  if 
persuasion  fails  to  provide  reasonable  standards. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Only  one  established  in  the  district.  A large  factory  in  the 
North  of  the  area  and  althou,  h the  processing  knov/n  as  "Fat 
extraction"  is  defined  as  an  offensive  trade  the  processes  involved 
at  this  particular  factory  are  practically  innocuous  and  there  is 
no  likelihood  of  a nuisance  being  caused. 

Pet  Animals  Act. 

There  are  only  two  licensed  pet  shops  in  the  area  both 
operated  satisfactorily. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  burial  of  one  person  in  196I 
imder  Section  50  of  fhe  Act.
